The 
rise brought the index of prices 
paid by farm ers to 294 per cent 
of the 1910-14 base period. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson called the price drop in 
February “discouraging.” 
“ It is always discouraging when

during

month.” 
Bendon said, “ but we
